Firm filing liens 
in Morgan for 
$315,000 worth 
of unpaid taxes 

Owners must pay tax bills, 
plus interest and legal fees 
to settle liens, prevent sale 

The 2006 Morgan County tax settle- 
ment submitted by Sheriff Mickey Whitt 
for approval by the fiscal court last week 
included $315,000 in unpaid property 
taxes dating back to 2001. 

The delinquent tax bills were pur- 
chased in recent days by TaxEase, a 
Texas investment company, and were for 
properties ranging from 10-12 acres in 
size and containing a home, according 
to County Clerk Randy Williams. The 
company is currently in the process of 
filing for liens against the properties. 

To settle the lien and retain clear title 
to their property, the delinquent taxpay- 
ers have one year to pay the back taxes 
owed to the company along with accrued 
interest of 12% per annum, plus legal 
fees incurred by the company, Williams 
said. 

If the lien is not settled within one 
year, the company can ask for a public 
sale and sell the property to the highest 
bidder. 

Long-standing law gives county gov- 
ernments the option to buy unpaid tax 
bills, but rarely is the property put up 
for sale. 

Though the investment in tax liens 
by private speculators is considered by 
many as predatory and heartless, the 
upside is that counties get the taxes owed 
and as property owners become aware 
of the practice, tax delinquencies go 
down. 

Of the $315,000 in delinquent taxes 
realized by the county, $15,000 to 
$18,000 will be paid to the county for 
general fund use. The rest is prorated out 
to various taxing entities, including the 
state and the local school system, which 
take the lion’s share.

Meager budget 
excluding tax 
formally passed 
by fiscal court 

Magistrates vote 3 to 2 for 
alternate spending plan, 
judge executive abstains

The Morgan County Liscal Court at 
its regular meeting last week formally 
approved a bare-bones budget exclud- 
ing a proposed 1 percent payroll tax dur- 
ing a 3-2 vote, with Judge Executive Tim 
Conley abstaining. 

The vote was as follows: 

Magistrate Denzil Potter, yes; Mag- 
istrate Randy Cantrell, yes; Magistrate 
Stanley Riggsby, yes; Judge Conley, 
abstain; Magistrate Lrankie Spencer, no; 
Magistrate Burton Stacy, no. 

Magistrate Riggsby, who worked 
tirelessly to prepare an acceptable bud- 
get for state officials, reflected on his 
decision before the vote. 

“I’m not against more revenue,” 
Riggsby said. “However, we need to take 
time to figure out the best way to get 
funding without a tax. We have to look 
out for our working class people because 
they are our economy; a payroll tax 
would be a big load on them. 

“It’s not that much out of their checks 
every week, but eventually it will add 
up... $700,000 to $1 million is a lot of 
money to take out of a small county. I 
want to help all fire departments, local 
youth and everyone else in the county, 
but I don’t think we can make a sound 
decision when we are faced with dead- 
lines. We need to pass this budget and 
see what we can do with what we’ve 
got.” 

Magistrates Spencer and Stacy also 
explained their positions regarding the 
budget, excludes money for services 
such as road maintenance and emer- 
gency operations.

Five are hurt in 
auto accident 
last Thursday 

Two airlifted to UK as 
off-duty EMS employees 
man local ambulances

Local emergency services were 
spread thin last Thursday evening when 
five people were injured in an automo- 
bile accident near the intersection of 
routes 7 and 1161, with two people be- 
ing transported to UK via helicopter. 

Sheriff’s Deputy Kenny Dulin said 
Timmy Patrick, of West Liberty, was 
headed north in his Chevrolet S-10 
pickup on Route 7 when a group of 
people from Bath and Rowan counties 
headed south lost control of their car in 
a curve and hit Patrick head on at ap- 
proximately 6:57 p.m. 

“The car’s driver probably lost con- 
trol because the road was wet,” Dulin 
said. “Of the four people in the car, one 
was from Bath County and the other 
three were from Rowan County. Their 
names and other personal information 
were unavailable.” 

The car’s occupants received mul- 
tiple injuries including head and chest 
injuries as well as open fractures, for 
which two of whom were airlifted to UK 
by PHI Helicopter, of Morehead, and 
Lifenet, of Mt. Sterling. 

Assistant Ambulance Service Direc- 
tor Jimmy Conley, who was at the scene, 
said the remaining car occupants were

Mean- 
while, those funds can be used for 
general fund expenditures. 

Local veterinarian Bill 
Holbook, who was in attendance, 
said before the vote magistrates 
needed to adopt a strategy to in- 
crease revenue. 

“Is this budget just a band- 
aid?” Holbrook asked. “We’re 
robbing Peter to pay Paul; there 
can’t be services without more 
money coming in. The court will 
have to look at some other way 
to bring more funds into the 
county.” 

Coroner Kenny Perry, also in 
attendance, lauded magistrates’ 
budgetary efforts. 

“These magistrates have done 
an incredible job balancing the 
budget,” Perry said. “If people 
would just put their faith in the 
magistrates there’s no telling 
what kind of progress they could 
make in the future. Sometimes 
we just have to make due with 
what we’ve got.” 

The approved budget is effec- 
tive at the start of the 2007-2008 
fiscal year beginning July 1 . 

In other business, court mem- 
bers officially accepted former 
Deputy Jailer Phillip McGuire’s 
resignation, and discussed Jailer 
James Easterling’s request for a 
part-time deputy, as well as funds 
for police radios and blue lights. 

Magistrates also approved 
Sheriff Mickey Whitt’s 2006 tax 
settlement, reflecting Texas- 
based investment firm Taxease’s 
purchase of $315,000 in unpaid 
tax bills, of which between 
$15,000 and $18,000 will go to 
the fiscal court for general fund 
usage, according to County Trea- 
surer Tommy Phipps.

“I think approving this bud- 
get would be a big mistake,” 
Spencer said. “I respect all of the 
work that has went into it, but if 
this budget is adopted, I believe 
we will have to eventually revisit 
the payroll tax issue again.” 
Stacy concurred, stating he 
did not think Riggsby’s budget 
could repair the county’s finan- 
cial woes. (He had previously ad- 
vised his fellow magistrates at an 
earlier special meeting that if the 
final version of Riggsby’s alter- 
nate plan did not appear to him 
to be in the county’s best inter- 
est, “I’ll be the first to say it.”) 
Judge Conley, who introduced 



the payroll tax proposal to the 
public in March, said he would 
abstain to prevent a county gov- 
ernment shutdown. 

“I’m not (for) the payroll tax,” 
Conley said. “I don’t want it, but 
it’s my job is to create a budget 
that will serve 16,000 people. 
However, if a budget is passed 
with nothing (additional) in it, I 
will abstain because I don’t want 
the county to shut down. 

“We must make a hard deci- 
sion... Let’s do the right thing and 
pass what it takes to make sure 
Morgan County doesn’t go back- 
ward. If we’re worried about get- 
ting re-elected, we shouldn’t be 
sitting here in the first place.”

Stumbo could go out 
with a bang this year 



It was just last month that we 
commented on how the state 
merit system investigation in- 
volving Gov. Ernie Fletcher and 
his administration had little effect 
on the May primary election and 
Attorney General Greg Stumbo, 
whose office prosecuted the case, 
lost his bid to become the next 
lieutenant governor. 

Now comes news that 
Stumbo’ s office could possibly 
initiate two more investigations 
of the Flecther administration 
just before the November elec- 
tion. One would involve the al- 
leged leaking of phone messages 
left behind by former Gov. Paul 
Patton ”s administration in which 
two Democratic candidates on 
the general election ballot — 
State Auditor Crit Luallen and 
attorney general nominee Jack 
Conway — are put in a bad light. 

The second, more serious in- 
vestigation would concern the 
awarding of state road contracts 
to political supporters of the gov- 
ernor. Information about possible 
wrongdoing was provided to 
prosecutors by the state’s former 
state highywngineer, Sam Bev- 
erage, who pleaded guilty Mon- 
day to a misdemeanor charge in 



connection with the merit system 
investigation. 

Neither investigation would 
help Fletcher’s re-election bid, 
but both probes at the same time 
could have detrimental effects on 
a campaign that is already behind 
in the polls. 

That’s why we can’t help but 
question the timing of these lat- 
est revelations and possible in- 
vestigations. It’s not known for 
certain if Stumbo will launch the 
probes, but it’s a pretty good bet 
that he will. 

He’s probably still fuming 
from his and gubernatorial run- 
ning mate Bruce Lunsford’s poor 
showing in the Democratic pri- 
mary, and he would like nothing 
more than to go out of office with 
a bang. 

Prosecuting Fletcher, his arch 
political enemy, would put him 
on the front pages again, and just 
in time for a possible run against 
Republican Sen. Mitch 
McConnell in 2008, which he is 
seriously considering. 

Ah, politics.

The signs read Prepare To 
Stop When Flashing and the 
flashing beacons are activated 
when the traffic light is prepar- 
ing to change from green to red, 
or when the red light is displayed 
for Ky. 15 traffic. 

Previously, flashers were in- 
stalled at the standard Signal 



Ahead graphic signs placed in 
advance of the intersection, and 
those beacons flashed constantly. 
Now, the new beacons will flash 
only when traffic on Ky. 15 
should prepare to stop for the 
traffic signal. 

These signs are used in other 
locations across Kentucky and 
have been instrumental in reduc- 
ing the number of traffic crashes 
along highly traveled through 
routes such as Ky. 15. By giving 
advance notice that the traffic 
signal is red or is about to change 
from green to red, the Transpor- 
tation Cabinet expects the num- 
ber of crashes at this intersection 
to be reduced as well.

2007-2008 BUDGET 

To the Editor: 

First of all, the Animal Shel- 
ter Project or funds were not fro- 
zen. The facility was paid for 
with money from coal severance 
LGEDF funds. There is a grant 
for approximately $76,000 to do 
the renovation needed to convert 
facilities to animal shelter. Mag- 
istrates did not freeze any of this. 
Also it was stated money used 
from LGEDF fund would have 
to be paid back in fiscal year 
2007-2008. This money does not 
have to be paid back. This money 
is paid into an account for the 
county on a quarterly basis and 
can be used for various projects. 

We did freeze a loader project 
in the amount of $85,000, a dump 
truck project for $60,000 to be 
used in the budget. Also there 
was $48,000 for fire departments 
and rescue squad. Three fire de- 
partments and the rescue squad 
have already received their por- 
tion of this money with fire de- 
partments receiving $5,000 each 
and the rescue squad receiving 
$12,987.97, leaving a balance of 
approximately $19,500 for the 
other fire departments. 

The following projects were 
also frozen: $20,000 for ARH 
Hospital, $50,000 for Morgan 
County High School football 
field improvements. These 
projects will be frozen until we 
get into our 2007-2008 budget, 
which begins July 1. This bud- 
get includes reserve for transfer, 
which can be used to fund these 
projects. 

It has also been stated funds 
for the Wellness Center were fro- 
zen. There were no funds for the 
Wellness Center frozen. In fact, 
the fiscal court just spent $50,000 
buying equipment and building 
material to upgrade and expand 
the Wellness Center. Also there 
were no funds frozen for senior 
citizens programs. 

Concerning comments made 
about MCHS football program. 
The magistrates in no way had 
anything to do with the football 
program or did we imply in any 
way the program might be 
dropped. 

There are lots of rumors con- 
cerning the proposed budget of 
Morgan County Fiscal Court. If 
anyone has any questions, please

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff. 

I’m writing this to let you 
know about the 2007-2008 bud- 
get. It did pass, by a vote of three 
magistrates approving (Randy 
Cantrell, Denzil Potter and 
Stanley Riggsby), two magis- 
trates opposed (Frankie Spencer 
and Burton Stacy). I abstained 
from the vote to allow the mag- 
istrates to pass a budget. The 
good news is there is no tax in- 
crease at this time. The bad news 
is a lot of services have been 
slashed or no longer exist with 
this budget. 

The budget Stanley, Randy 
and Denzil passed calls for the 
county to borrow one-quarter 
million dollars and freeze 
$300,000 in projects. Some of 
these projects include your foot- 
ball field improvements, better- 
ment of the county-owned ARH 
building, enhancement of fire 
departments, rescue squad, infra- 
structure at the county garage. 

At the May court meeting, I 
placed on the agenda to hire a 
private attorney to collect jail re- 
coupment on a percentage basis. 
The attorney would only receive 
payment from the county if col- 
lections were made. In this bud- 
get, I asked County Treasurer 
Tommy Phipps why an increase 
of $10,000 for the County 
Attorney’s office? Tommy said 
this was the agreement of the 
three magistrates and the County 
Attorney to collect jail recoup- 
ment. 

After the passing of the first 
reading of the budget, I received 
a letter from the County Attor- 
ney complaining about my ref- 
erence to this budget as the 
magistrate’s budget. The budget 
I presented was turned down; the 



magistrates did pass their budget, 
which we now will work from. 
In his letter, the County Attorney 
stated law that I must administer 
this budget and would like for me 
to use my influence with the U.S. 
Senate and the Governor’s Office 
to obtain grants to operate. I had 
grants approved by the previous 
court now wiped out by three of 
the five magistrates. I will con- 
tinue to be the chief executive of 
this county, but as in the past, I 
can only spend what the Fiscal 
Court lists in the budget. As an 
example, you may call for gravel, 
blacktop, pipe, help for youth 
programs, senior citizens pro- 
grams and job growth, etc. How- 
ever, if it’s not in the budget, 
magistrates need to be contacted 
to find the money source. I per- 
sonally think it is a shame when 
we, the decision makers, worry 
more about how to pay for jail 
costs and people breaking the law 
than we do about road safety for 
our buses, children, families, 
youth and senior citizens activi- 
ties, or our volunteer fire depart- 
ments, rescue squad and emer- 
gency services that save our 
lives. 

Now that we have this budget, 
we will move on. I will continue 
to work for the betterment of 
Morgan County and do all in my 
power to find projects that will 
help us grow.

June 13 — “Rural America is 
undergoing sweeping demo- 
graphic, economic, and environ- 
mental changes. Whether they 
are harnessed effectively will 
depend on federal and state poli- 
cies and community actions over 
the next decade.” So begins Ru- 
ral America in the 21st Century: 
Perspectives from the Field, a 
report prepared by the Carsey In- 
stitute at the University of New 
Hampshire for a national meet- 
ing of rural advocates this month. 

It concludes, “Rural America 
in the 21st Century must develop 
new relationships and new ways 
of doing things to ensure an eco- 
nomically prosperous, socially 
just, and environmentally healthy 
future. Tapping into the resource- 
fulness and creativity of rural 
people will be essential in ad- 
dressing this challenge. How- 
ever, they cannot do it alone. 
Rural communities need critical 
infrastructure, investment, capi- 
tal, and services.” 

The report identifies “three 
rural Americas, sometimes dis- 
tinct and sometimes overlapping: 

• Amenity-rich areas, which 
are growing as Baby Boomers 
retire, as more people buy sec- 
ond homes, and as “footloose 
professionals” choose to settle in 
small towns with rich natural 



amenities or proximity to large 
cities.” These areas “must work 
to ensure the successful integra- 
tion of newcomers and long-time 
residents, avoid a two-tier system 
of wealthy residents and those 
who serve them, and protect the 
natural environment that at- 
tracted the amenity migrants,” 
the report says. 

• “Declining resource-depen- 
dent areas, which can no longer 
rely on agriculture, timber, min- 
ing, or related manufacturing in- 
dustries to support a solid blue- 
collar middle class.” Such areas 
“must develop programs to ame- 
liorate the impact of economic 
decline and innovate to stem fu- 
ture population and job loss.” 

• “Chronically poor commu- 
nities, where decades of resource 
extraction and under-investment 
have left a legacy of poverty, low 
education, and broken civic in- 
stitutions.” They “must expand 
their human and social capital to 
break the chain of persistent pov- 
erty,” the report says. 

The big problems: “The de- 
cline of the rural manufacturing 
industries and the continuing 
consolidation of agriculture 
mean fewer good jobs available 
for young adults, forcing them to 
seek employment elsewhere. The 
more remote rural places are see- 



ing the greatest population loss, 
leaving some communities to 
“die a slow death.” Many rural 
communities have far fewer 
young families today, changing 
the feel and culture of the com- 
munity and making it difficult to 
maintain quality schools and 
other institutions.” 

Entrepreneurship and envi- 
ronment: “Rural practitioners, 
however, also see opportunities, 
especially in entrepreneurship. 
Many rural development leaders 
argue that a growing proportion 
of workers will be self-em- 
ployed. Jobs in the knowledge 
and creative economy are also 
likely to be an increasingly im- 
portant part of rural America’s 
future. Rural leaders are looking 
to integrated development ap- 
proaches, linking economic de- 
velopment to long-term resource 
management, social, and envi- 
ronmental goals. In addition, 
medical and financial services 
hold strong potential. On a 
deeper level, the core assets of 
rural areas — land, forests, wa- 
ter, renewable energy resources, 
and clean air — will continue to 
underpin the nation’s economy 
and hold strong potential for eco- 
nomic opportunities in rural com- 
munities. . . . Expanded broad- 
band telecommunication is es- 
sential if rural areas are to be 
competitive in a global 
economy.” 

Civic leadership: “The rapid 
rate of change, declining effec- 
tiveness of traditional economic 
strategies, increasing environ- 
mental challenges, and demo- 
graphic transitions require lead- 
ership to guide the community in 
new ways of thinking and doing. 

. . . Some respondents described 
their communities as conserva- 
tive and risk-averse, places 
where calling for change and ac- 
tion is not part of the civic cul- 
ture. The old leadership cadre is 
often resistant to change, accus- 
tomed to traditional ways of do- 
ing things that worked well for 
them in the ‘old economy.’ New 
approaches of sharing power and 
bringing in younger and more 
diverse voices are threatening to 
them. Many describe county of- 
ficials as remote from commu- 
nity affairs, more overtly politi- 
cal, and often dominated by big 
business. Democracy in some 
rural communities is weak, with 
a politics of ‘who you know,’ 
rather than one based on issues. 
Some local communities have 
lost trust in local and larger gov- 
ernment, and public participation 
has diminished. In more remote 
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areas and in the smallest commu- 
nities, county and state govern- 
ments have come to play a larger 
role, yet these public entities are 
rarely accountable to local resi- 
dents.” Accountability? Sounds 
like those places could use a good 
newspaper or broadcast station!

Another Fletcher Scandal?

Gov. Ernie Fletcher really 
should stay away from Japan. 
Fletcher was on an economic de- 
velopment trip to Japan in 2005 
when the hiring scandal that en- 
veloped his administration broke. 

He was in Japan last week 
when his former state highway 
engineer went behind closed 
doors to talk to a prosecutor about 
the perhaps illegal ways state 
highway contracts were awarded 
to favored companies. 

The results of that interview 
have been forwarded to Attorney 
General Greg Stumbo. 

At this writing, Stumbo has not 
said what he will do with the in- 
formation provided by Sam Bev- 
erage, the former top engineer in 
the transportation cabinet. 
Beverage’s closed-door interview 
with Franklin Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Farry Cleveland was 
part of the deal reached with Bev- 
erage to plead guilty to a misde- 
meanor charge of official miscon- 
duct as opposed to the felony 
count of perjury brought against 
him by the special grand jury that 
investigated the hiring scandal. 

That grand jury indicted 
Fletcher and dozens of top admin- 
istration officials for abuses of the 
state merit system. 

In another irony of Fletcher’s 
scandal-plagued administration, 
Beverage allegedly perjured him- 
self the day after Fletcher issued 
his infamous blanket pardon of 
everyone but himself - and Bev- 
erage. 

So now the stench of scandal 
moves away from hiring and fir- 
ing to awarding lucrative state 
contracts in the transportation 
cabinet. 

Cleveland has been prosecut- 
ing cases here long enough to 
know when something does not 
smell right. He did not come right 
out and call what Beverage de- 
scribed as “illegal,” but he said the 
actions seemed to him “im- 
proper,” a nice way of sloughing 
off the issue to Stumbo and his 
staff. 

Administration spokesmen 
immediately raised the issue of 
Beverage’s credibility. After all, 
he had been indicted for allegedly 
lying to the special grand jury. 

But it is doubtful Cleveland 



would have sent the issue on to 
Stumbo unless Beverage has 
more than just hearsay evidence 
of wrongdoing in handing out 
contracts to favored vendors. 

After all, this bunch of ama- 
teurs left a written and electronic 
trail of merit system violations all 
over this city in their ham-handed 
efforts to put their supporters into 
protected jobs. If they were as in- 
ept in giving state highway design 
and construction contracts to fa- 
vored contractors, Stumbo should 
have little trouble discovering the 
truth. 

It is not as if any of this is new. 
Every state administration re- 
wards its financial backers with 
state business. That is the reason 
contractors, engineers, architects 
and attorneys represent the big- 
gest contributors to candidates for 
governor. Those professional ser- 
vices represent hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars a year in state con- 
tracts. 

It is also the reason that most 
efforts to make it difficult or im- 
possible for big contributors to 
receive those contracts end up 
going nowhere. 

So what the possible Beverage 
scandal involves is yet another 
mess that Fletcher promised in 
2003 to clean up once he was 
elected governor. It is the reason 
he won in 2003; the reason tens 
of thousands of Democrats (and 
a whole lot of state employees) 
abandoned their party for 
Fletcher. They, too, wanted the 
Frankfort mess cleaned up. 

Fletcher’s personnel scandal 
showed that promise to be cyni- 
cally hollow. An ongoing con- 
tracting scandal in the five months 
remaining before Fletcher goes 
before the electorate seeking a 
second term only reaffirms how 
hollow that campaign gimmick 
really was. 

No doubt, the governor wishes 
Sam Beverage’s appearance be- 
fore the grand jury had been the 
day before the pardons were is- 
sued and not after. 

Common wisdom is that the 
November election is Democrat 
Steve Beshear’s to lose. It looks 
more and more likely that 
Fletcher lost it himself the first 
two years he was in office.

Students are scoring better on 
reading and math tests since Con- 
gress passed the No Child Left 
Behind Act in 2002, and states 
that have narrowed achievement 
gaps between black and white 
students outnumber those where 
gaps are increasing, according to 
the most comprehensive study yet 
of state achievement tests. 

“The study’s authors warned 
that it is difficult to say whether 
or how much the No Child Left 
Behind law is driving the 
achievement gains,” writes Amit 
R. Paley of The Washington Post. 
“But Republican and Democratic 
supporters of the law said the 
findings indicate that it has been 
a success. Some said the findings 
bolster the odds that Congress 
will renew the controversial law 
this year.” 

The study was conducted by 



the Center for Education Policy, 
an independent, public-education 
advocacy group that Paley said 
“has issued several reports that 
have found fault with aspects of 
the law’s implementation,” such 
as its effects on rural schools. The 
study is the first to use verified 
data from all states. 

Critics of the law said test 
scores can’t really measures “how 
much students know and what 
they can do,” and can be driven 
by teaching that is tailored to the 
tests, writes David Hoff of Edu- 
cation Week. Monty Neill, co-di- 
rector of the National Center for 
Fair & Open Testing, noted that 
scores on the federally sponsored 
National Assessment of Educa- 
tion Progress “are basically un- 
changed,” Hoff reports.

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Summer Scrub Week in 
Morgan County June 17-23 



Volunteers are expected to be 
out this week to scrub Morgan 
County’s highways. The Trans- 
portation Cabinet’s Adopt-A- 
Highway Summer Scrub Week 
began Sunday and continues 
through Saturday, June 23. 

More than 1,196 groups now 
participate in Kentucky’s pro- 
gram, cleaning approximately 
8,548 miles annually. The Ken- 
tucky Transportation Cabinet be- 
gan the Adopt- A-Highway Pro- 
gram in 1988. At this time ap- 
proximately 2 percent of the 
roads in Morgan County are 
adopted. 

“Participating groups demon- 
strate the importance of a clean 
environment by spreading the 
word and setting the example that 
littering is unacceptable behav- 
ior,” stated Secretary Bill 
Nighbert. “The Adopt-A-High- 
way groups take pride in keep- 
ing their communities litter-free 
and beautiful; we certainly appre- 
ciate the efforts put forth by each 
group.” 

The program increases pub- 
lic environmental awareness, re- 
duces littering, expands tourism, 
creates a partnership between 
citizens, community and govern- 
ment, and establishes a sense of 
pride in our Bluegrass State. The 
Transportation Cabinet salutes 
each and every participant, and 
thanks them for their tireless ef- 
forts to educate others. 

Each year, the Transportation 
Cabinet’s highway workers 
spend approximately 200,000 
hours removing litter from 
Kentucky’s roadways, collecting 
over 96,000 bags of litter. The 
total yearly cost of litter removal 
averages $4-5 million. 

How can you contribute to 
your community, make a differ- 
ence, send a message and educate 
others, and have fun with friends 
all at the same time? Join 
Kentucky’s Adopt- A-Highway 
Program! By taking personal re- 
sponsibility for one of your area 
roadways, you will be setting an 
example for your community. 

Any permanently established 
business, association, community 
or public organization, or govern- 
ment entity can adopt a stretch of 
highway. A wide range of groups 
throughout Kentucky now par- 
ticipate, including homemaker 
clubs, Boy Scout and Girl Scout 
troops, high school organizations, 
Rotary clubs, veterans, college 
fraternities and sororities, sports 



teams and Kiwanis clubs. (Those 
entities established for the sole 
purpose of pursuing legislative or 
regulatory changes are not eli- 
gible.) 

Two-mile sections of high- 
way are adopted for a period of 
two years. Groups sign a two-year 
contract with the Transportation 
Cabinet, which recognizes the 
need and desirability of a clean 
environment and permits the 
group to contribute toward that 
effort. Volunteer groups may re- 
new the contract at the end of the 
two years. 

Adopt- A-Highway coordina- 
tors can explain the fundamentals 
of the program to your group, 
work with group members in lo- 
cating an available highway, and 
notify you of news and upcom- 
ing events. 

Litter pickups are held at least 
four times per year or as many 
times as necessary to keep the 
area reasonably litter free. The 
Cabinet coordinates three annual 
clean-up efforts throughout the 
year. 

How do I join? 

Step 1 - Groups interested in 
becoming members of the Adopt- 
A-Highway Program can find 
specific details and district coor- 
dinator information at 
www.transportation.ky.gov, fol- 
low the links to Adopt- A-High- 
way. Safety guidelines are pro- 
vided to volunteers and should be 
reviewed prior to each cleanup. 

Step 2 - Your Adopt- A-High- 
way coordinator will help you get 
in touch with your county’s main- 
tenance crew superintendent to 
arrange warning sign placement 
on the date of your pickup. Trash 
bags and safety vests can be ob- 
tained at each state maintenance 
facility, and litter removal is pro- 
vided by the state highway crews.

Money for counties 
with national-forest 
land in Iraq bill 

The Iraq war funding bill 
passed last week includes $425 
million to continue, through Sep- 
tember, payments to rural coun- 
ties hurt by decreased logging in 
national forests. 

It funds “more than 700 tim- 
ber counties in 39 states, mostly 
in the West and South,” reports 
Matthew Daly of The Associated 
Press. “It does not include a Sen- 
ate-approved plan to spend nearly 
$5 billion to continue the pay- 
ments law through 2011 and re- 
imburse state and local govern- 
ments for federally owned prop- 
erty. . . . Still, most lawmakers 
from affected states said they 
were pleased to salvage at least a 
one-year extension, noting that 
some schools and counties in the 
rural West and South have begun 
layoffs in anticipation of a fund- 
ing cutoff.” 

The county timber payments 
program, created in 2000 to off- 
set declining timber revenues that 
helped fund local schools and 
governments, has been in limbo 
since it expired last year.

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Foe of mountaintop removal advocates 
federal ban, reforestation project 



One of the most prominent 
opponents of mountaintop-re- 
moval strip mining for coal in 
Kentucky, West Virginia, south- 
west Virginia and Tennessee is 
Erik Reece, an English instruc- 
tor at the University of Kentucky. 
In The New York Times, and last 
week in The Courier-Journal, he 
advocates “a New Deal for Ap- 
palachia,” which would ban 
mountaintop removal and en- 
courage the reforestation of strip- 
mined sites, which recent re- 
search and field experiments 
have proved practical. 

Most reclaimed mine sites are 
now planted in grass. “To replace 
the forest with a grassland mo- 
noculture does not reclaim what 
has been lost,” Reece writes. “A 
forest sequesters 20 times more 
carbon than a grassland, prevents 
flooding and erosion, purifies 



streams, turns waste into food 
and insures species survival. Re- 
foresting wasted mine sites 
would replace failed industrial 
methods with a system that mim- 
ics nature.” He cites the Appala- 
chian Regional Reforestation 
Initiative, a coalition that is sup- 
ported by the U.S. Office of Sur- 
face Mining Reclamation and 
Enforcement. 

Reece says Congress should 
expand the initiative, “or create 
a similar program, to finally re- 
turn some of the region’s lost 
wealth in the form of jobs and 
trees, rebuilt topsoil and resus- 
citated communities. Financing 
should come from a carbon tax 
on Appalachian coal bought and 
burned by utility companies 
across the country — a tax that 
would also discourage the waste- 
ful emissions of greenhouse 



gases. Such a project would edu- 
cate and employ an entire gen- 
eration of foresters and forest 
managers, who would be fol- 
lowed by locally owned wood- 
product industries and craftsmen 

“But Congress should also 
ban mountaintop removal, Reece 
writes: “The people of central 
and southern Appalachia have re- 
linquished much of their natural 
wealth to the rest of the country 
and have received next to noth- 
ing in return. To right these 
wrongs, first we need federal leg- 
islation that will halt the decapi- 
tation of mountains and bring 
accountability to an industry that 
is out of control. ’’The Courier- 
Journal, of Louisville, has cre- 
ated a Web page with news and 
commentary about the issue.

Tips on how to help your pet 
live a longer and healthier life 



(NAPSA)-Sharing informa- 
tion with your vet can be more 
than a purr-fectly good idea. It can 
help you get better care for your 
pets. 

Americans spent nearly $13 
million on veterinary care last 
year, says the American Pet Prod- 
ucts Manufacturers Association. 
To get the most out of the money 
they spend, owners need to share 
some details. 

According to Dr. Arnold 
Plotnick, president of Manhattan 
Cat Specialists, “We can’t ask our 
patients how they are feeling, so 
we need pet owners’ help.” 

He offers five vet visit tips: 

• Know The Basics: Share 
your cat’s age, breed, whether or 
not your cat is neutered or spayed, 
and if he is an indoor or outdoor 
cat. 

• Food For Thought: Be pre- 
pared to discuss your cat’s eating 
habits. What kind of food does he 
eat and what brand? How fre- 
quently is he fed? Does he have a 



good appetite? Has your pet 
gained or lost weight? 

• Vital Cat Stats: Share your 
cat’s basic medical history, espe- 
cially when meeting a new vet. 
Bring copies of previous medical 
records. Ask about testing and 
prevention for conditions such as 
feline immunodeficiency virus 
(FIV), feline leukemia virus 
(FeLV) and heartworm disease. 
“Testing cats promptly for FeLV 
and FIV is important because, as 
with human care, catching prob- 
lems early can really help your cat 
live a long, healthy life,” said Dr. 
Plotnick. 

• Heartworm disease is found 
in cats in all 50 states, making in- 
door and outdoor cats equally sus- 
ceptible. Many cat owners mis- 
takenly believe that heartworm is 
a disease only affecting dogs. 
“Not so,” said Dr. Plotnick. “Cats 
and dogs are equally at risk for 
heartworm.” 

• Brush Up On Home Care: 



Ask what you can do to keep your 
cat healthy, including at-home 
grooming tips for nail clipping 
and brushing-his fur and his teeth. 

A recent IDEXX Laboratories 
study reports that cats with com- 
mon dental diseases are five times 
more likely to test positively for 
FIV and FeLV 

Harmless Vs. Harmful Behav- 
ior: Tell your vet about any sud- 
den behavior changes. Lethargy, 
hyperactivity, aggression, growl- 
ing and urinating/defecating in 
inappropriate places may indicate 
an underlying medical problem. 

Your veterinarian is the best 
source for information on testing, 
disease prevention and pet 
wellness, but you are the best 
source of information about your 
pet. 

It’s important to tell your vet- 
erinarian about any behavior 
changes in your pet since they 
could indicate an underlying 
medical condition.
